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Good and Evil... 
from Revivals

“Out of the same mouth (revival) 
proceedeth blessing and cursing. My 
brethren, these things ought not to 
be.” 

First, I’d like to say, I don’t feel that 
I am a perfect preacher, and I cer- 
tainly don’t claim to be the final word 
on any subject, but by some years of 
experience I see a few things that we 
preachers can remedy, I believe. 

A revival is a great blessing. Revivals 
are lifesavers for our churches. If we 
continue for God, we have to keep 
having them. But our enemy, the 
devil, is at work, sowing tares, takinz 
every advantage he possibly can, and 
we had better wake up to some of his 
tricks, because we are losing almost as 
much as we are gaining. 

I’d like to say to the evangelists 
who are unaware of some of their 
failings: These last days of peril are 
especially busy days for a pastor. Some 
one says, “So and So is here and 
there.” Well, if a pastor isn’t busy, he 
surely won’t last long. He must bind 
the chariot to the swift beast, and 
pray for good speed, for the King’s 
business requires haste. A pastor must 
be everything and everywhere, there- 
fore the pastor cannot spend as much 
time with the evangelist as he would 
like to. Consequently, the evangelist is 
here and there with this member and 
that one, and very often with some 
that are not in perfect harmony with 
the pastor, and little by little he is 
tainted with their feelings and opin- 
ions. The result is, he has less to say 
in favor of the pastor. He prays hard 
and preaches hard and souls are won 
and added to the church, but he 
leaves his converts in his favor and 
perhaps many of the old members 
wondering if the pastor is all he 
should be. He leaves a rife for the 
pastor to sweat, toil and pray a good 
while, to heal up. Out of the same re- 
vival came forth good and evil. My 
brethren, these things ought not to be. 

Please pardon a personal reference. 
If there is anything I enjoy, it is the 
privilege to hold a revival for my 
brother pastor and encourage every 
one of his members to pray for and 
love their good pastor; show them all 
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of his good points, and let them know 
how easily they could do worse by 
changing pastors. Then at the close 
of the revival, preach a sermon on love 
in his behalf, take him a good love of- 
fering, and leave all filled with God’s 
love. “Love worketh no evil.” 

Yes, evangelists, tell the people they 
have a good pastor, and tell the pas- 
tor he has some fine people, and they 
should appreciate each other, and 
leave there with the church loving the 
pastor better and the pastor loving his 
church better, and all loving one an- 
other better and God supremely. Do 
your utmost to leave all your converts 
with good salvation and not preacher 
religion. This may cut down on the 
number but when the testing fire 
comes (and it won’t miss coming), 
you'll surely be rewarded. 

Another thing the evangelist can 
easily think, “Well, I won’t be here 
long. I have enough sermons prepared 
for a few weeks, so why worry, work, 
pray, and study?” If a sermon has 


been preached twenty times (and 
plenty have), it still needs praying 
over, studying over, renewing and re- 
viewing, something taken out and 
something added, Just lambasting sin, 
sinners, and sorry church members is 
not enough. This is not so hard to do, 
for the devil will help you. But the 
devil won’t help you preach the gospel 
in love and he won’t help you point 
sinners to the Lamb of God that will 
take away their sins. No sir, the devil 
won’t help you edify and build men 
and women up in the most pure and 
holy faith. So let us keep our nose in 
God’s Word so much it will be out of 
the pastor’s business altogether. 

Another thing the evangelist should 
keep in mind, is that it was not only 
his preaching, praying, and efforts 
that caused a good revival, but the 
pastor may have prayed for months, 
and his people prayed and gave, until 
God blessed. We are laborers together 
with God. 

One thing more is, let us watch 
those reports, When we overinflate a 
tire, it is likely to blow out. So it is 
with an overinflated report. It is 
bound to react, and trouble will be in- 
evitable. 

Now, I’d like to say, may God greatly 
bless all our evangelists. We are going 
to continue this on the pastors soon, 
so you evangelists be looking for the 
other side of this subject.

Per capita yearly con- 
sumption now is 2,240, more than five 
times as high as at the end of World 
War I, The Secretary for the National 
Association of Tobacco Distributors 
says that post-war demands should 





bring yearly requirements and sup- 
plies to 420,000,000,000 within five 
years.

for relief for suffering Europe sponsored by 
National Association of Evangelicals 

This is a noble work. The suffering is terrible and con- 
tinues to be most acute. This is an opportunity to all God- 
loving peoples to help give the gospel along with temporal 
relief. Others please continue your drive and we shall be 
glad to hear from you. 

Various districts of Alabama report 9,750 pounds of 
clothing have already been shipped and they have about 
400 pounds on hand now to be shipped to Germany. Re- 
ported by Rev. J. T. Roberts, State Overseer. 

I am reporting on the clothing drive for Minnesota and 
Wisconsin. Wisconsin had one hundred and five pounds. 
Minnesota will have approximately one hundred pounds. 
—Rev. W. H. Godwin, State Overseer, Churches of God in 
Minnesota and Wisconsin. 

Our used-clothing drive is virtually completed, and I 
must have about two large truck loads in my garage that 
I have not had time to sort. — Rev. A. V. Beaube, Over- 


seer of Georgia.

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Our clothing drive in South Carolina was a great suc- 
cess. I do not know the exact amount of clothes and shoes 
that was shipped, but there were in the neighborhood of 
seven and one-half tons of clothes and shoes together. We 
have not done anything toward the food situation. The 
cash money that was collected was used to pay the trans- 
portation on the clothes.——Rev. Zeno C. Tharp, Overseer, 
Churches of God in South Carolina. 

We are pleased to inform you that West Virginia mailed 
to the New York office, clothing for relief to the distressed 
in Europe, amounting to $2,790.80 in value. We have some 
more yet to be shipped, as some of the churches are still 
making up their boxes. 

I advised that a legitimate valuation be placed upon the 
garments. Hundreds of dollars worth of clothes sent were 
brand-new and we believe the valuation is a very nominal 
figure. In reality, they might be of far greater value than 
the actual valuation made herein. We feel that West 
Virginia has done a good job.—Rev. Paul H. Walker, Over- 
seer of West Virginia. 

We have made a thorough solicitation in the various 
churches in behalf of the needy Europeans and trust we 
can have a report very soon to send you. — Rev. W. M. 
Stallings, Overseer of Mississippi. 

As yet, we haven’t had much success in our war relief 
drive, but we will send out the pamphlets when they arrive, 
and keep it before the people in Washington and Oregon.— 
Rev. Lemuell Johnson, Overseer of Washington and Oregon. 

I do not have a full report from the churches over the 
State on the clothing drive for the relief of the distressed 
in Europe, but I know that some of the churches are mak- 
ing an effort. As soon as we have a more complete report, 
we shall be glad to give you the information.—Rev. E. W. 
Williams, Overseer of North Carolina. 

In response to the appeal for used clothing for the vic- 
tims of war, the Churches of God in Montana and Wyom- 
ing have thus far sent the following amounts of clothing 
to the New York office for shipment to Europe: Bigtimber, 
136 pounds; Bozeman, 160 pounds; Three Forks, 41 pounds; 
Manhattan, 130 pounds; Harlowton, 110 pounds; Caspar, 
Wyo., 54 pounds. Two boxes from Billings and several from 
Lewistown are on hand to be shipped. Missoula is shipping 
two large boxes directly from Missoula, weighing aboyt 300 
pounds. Some of these last shipments are being held up 
due to insufficient funds with which to pay the shipping 
charges. If you are one who has wanted to help the suf- 
ferers in Europe and had no clothes to give, it may be that 
you would want to contribute some cash to help get these 
clothes to the needy ones in distress. Please contact your 
pastor soon about this matter.—W. M. Pospisil, State Over- 
seer of Montana and Wyoming. 
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Paths to 
Peace

Text: Jer. 6:16, “Thus saith the 
Lord, Stand ye in the ways, and see, 
and ask for the old paths, where is 
the good way, and walk therein, and 
ye shall find rest for your souls.” 


There is, perhaps, no traveler who 
has not at sometime been confused 
about the road to his destination. 
Many, no doubt, have inquired about 
the way of the wrong party, and 
found to their sorrow they had been 
directed the wrong way, and much 
valuable time and comfort were lost. 
As this is true of motorists and other 
travelers on our highways, it is also 
true of those who are in search of 
peace for their souls. The text says, 
“Stand ye in the ways, and see, and 
ask for the old paths.” That is what 
a wise traveler does when he comes 
to a place where several roads inter- 
sect. He stops and looks for road signs 
or asks someone the right way. It 
would be very foolish for a stranger 
not to stop and make some investi- 
gation about the way. Would it not 
also be good sense for those who are 
seeking to know the right way, spirit- 
ually, to stop and ask the right way? 

The seeker after soul rest will sure- 
ly come to a maze of religious ways, 
and at this point it will be gooi to 
consult the Lord’s road signs. Our 
text is a good one to help us continue 
our journey in good faith. If the 
seeker after peace obeys this text and 
stands in the ways or at the cross- 
roads, he will be tempted to choose 
a broad way for several reasons. (1) 
A broad way is easy to travel. (2) 
More travelers are going this way. 
(3) It seems to be the right way. 

Before choosing this broad way, we 
had better examine the road signs 
further. The Bible is the sure road 
sign. In Matt. 7:13 Jesus says that 
the broad way leads to destruction, 
and that many are going this way. 
Though this broad way may seem to 
be right, yet we find in Prov. 14:12, 
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“There is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man, but the end thereof are 
the ways of death.” The text says, 
“Ask for the old paths.” Though the 
paths are old, this is the good way 
that was blazed out by Jesus and 
the apostles about two thousand years 
ago. It is a narrow way and is not 
free from hardships. It must be 
traveled with caution, but it leads 
to eternal peace and joy. 

May we know when we are on the 
right road, spiritually? A wise traveler 
doesn’t go very far when his mind 
is full of doubts about whether he is 
on the right road or not. With our 
modern highways, it is not necessary 
to have doubts about the right way, 
if we observe the road signs. It is 
so also on our spiritual journey. We 
may find our road signs at Mark 16:- 
17, 18. A wise traveler will not go far 
on hoping that he is on the right 
road. He must know it is the right 
way. Many religious travelers seem 
never to get to the place where they 
can say, “I know I am a Christian 
and on the right way.” It is not 
pleasant travelling when your mind 
is full of doubts. By consulting God’s 
signboard—the Bible—and doing what 
it says do, these doubts will vanish 
and you can speed on your journey. 
Some modern teachers say we should 
not look or expect to see signs or de- 
sire feelings on the Christian journey. 
If these things are in the way, why 
not expect to see them once in 
awhile? Jesus said, in Mark 16:17, 
“These signs shall follow them that 
BELIEVE.” The wise motorist is very 
careful to look for the signs on the 
road. Why should not the believer 
look for some also, when they are 
premised to him? 

Not very many are able, financially, 
to take a long journey, but on this 


journey from earth to heaven, we 
have one who knows the way and has 
promised to supply our every need. 
It is a narrow way and just a few 
travelers are found in it, therefore 
it is not a popular way now, but 
thank God it will be after awhile. 
In this narrow way we shall have 
some persecutions, and that is why 
so many choose the broad way in- 
stead. 

The Israelites, on their journey 
from Egypt to Canaan, halted be- 
cause they heard there were giants 
living in walled cities in Canaan. 
They believed the evil report of the 
ten spies and refused to obey their 
leaders and God. God allowed them 
to wander in the wilderness for forty 
years, or until all these cowards had 
died, and then a younger generation 
went over and inherited the good 
land. I believe many so-called Chris- 
tians are NOW in the position 
(spiritually) that the Israelites were 
in when they refused to go forward 
on their journey. Many have seen the 
light on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost and have refused to walk in 
it and they will die, spiritually, and 
never get to heaven. What this world 
needs is preachers and leaders in 
spiritual things—men like Joshua and 
Caleb of old, though they were in 
the minority, and who said, “We are 
plenty able to possess the good land.” 
If the preachers and leaders of our 
modern churches would preach the 
Bible just as it is to their flocks, many 
of their members would see the light 
on the Holy Ghost, speaking in 
tongues, and divine healing. Instead 
of preaching these wonderful truths, 
they are keeping them in the dark 
about these things. I am afraid some 
of these teachers will find themselves

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From Egypt to Canaan

Matt. 24:13, “But he that shall en- 
dure unto the end, the same shall be 
saved.” 


While the Israelites were in Egypt, 
under the rule of Pharaoh, they were 
in bondage. Cruel taskmasters lashed 
them and made them work. They built 
cities such as Pithom and Raamses. 
The Israelites grew weary of this yoke 
of bondage, and longed to be free. 
They called upon God. Finally, God 
sent a deliverer unto them. Moses had 
received a divine call when God spoke 
to him from the burning bush. When 
this event occurred, it was the first 
divine revelation that had been made 
in four hundred years. 

The Israelites accepted Moses as 
their deliverer, and after several at- 
tempts, he led them out of Egypt’s 
bondage. 

Sinners, your souls are in bondage. 
The yoke of sin is heavy. Satan is cer- 
tainly a hard taskmaster. He won’t let 
you go as long as you are under his 
rule. You are not building for that 
eternal home, but building for an aw- 
ful destiny, a place of untold tor- 
ment. Every time you reject the ten- 
der pleadings of God, your foundation 
is stronger to withstand any good in- 
fluence you might contact. You par- 
ents who are in bondage to Sa- 
tan, are building for your children the 
downward road of sin that leds to hell. 

“The way of transgressors is hard,” 
Prov. 13:15b. As_ the Israelites were 
weary of their yoke of bondage and 
longed for a deliverer, so you, too, sin- 
ners, are weary of your yoke of bond- 
age, or sin. God promised a deliverer 
for you. As Moses was sent from God, 
so Jesus was sent also. As Moses led 
the Israelites out of bondage, so 
Christ will free you of your yoke of 
bondage, and lead you out. Praise 
God! Jesus said, Matt. 11:28, “Come 
unto me, all ye that labour and are 
heavy laden, and I will give you rest.” 
The Lamb also said, in Matt. 11:30, 
“For my yoke is easy, and my burden 
is light.” 

Israel accepted their deliverer and 
he lead them out of bondage. On their 
journey they had to cross the Red Sea. 
There it was in front of them, looking 
so impossible to cross. The Egyptians 
were pressing close behind them. 
Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity. 
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God opened the way for the Israelites 
by separating the waters of the sea, 
and they marched through on dry 
land. 

If we accept Jesus as our Deliverer, 
He will lead us on our journey to the 
Promised Land. Sometimes in this life 
we become discouraged. The cares of 
life are about to overcome us. In de- 
spair we call upon God. He comes to 
our rescue and helps us overcome our 
“Red Sea.” He removes the obstacies 
that block our way to heaven. Some 
people would like to evade the Red 
Sea, and get to Canaan without hav- 
ing to cross it. God will help you cross 
over. He separates and sets aside the 
habits and things we possess that are 
unlike Him. Thus we have sanctifica- 
tion. The Red Sea, or the things we 
couldn’t overcome, and the Egyptians, 
or that which hinders our spiritual 
progress, are washed away, and we 
continue our journey to Canaan. 

Now we have the Israelites journey- 
ing through the wilderness. There is 
no food, but God comes to their res- 
cue with manna from heaven. On 
their journey they were bitten by fiery 
serpents. God told Moses to make a 
brass serpent and put it where whoso- 
ever looked upon it would be healed of 
the poisonous bite. 

We, as Christians, are saved and 
sanctified and are on our way to glory. 
Sometimes we get hungry for a good 
blessing; our souls get lean for some 
heavenly manna. As God gave Israel 
food, so He feeds our souls. Our bodies 
get afflicted. Then, as Moses lifted up 
the serpent in the wilderness, and 
whosoever looked upon it was healed, 
so Jesus was lifted up as the Savior 
for a lost and dying world. He took 
those stripes at Calvary that we might 
be healed. 

The Israelites had a pillar of fire by 
night and a pillar of cloud by day to 
guide them on their journey. I im- 
agine when they were weary and need- 
ed comfort, they looked up and were 
comforted by the fact that God’s 
presence hovered near in the pillar of 
cloud or fire. They knew their Guide 
was there, for the piilar of fire or 
cloud always overshadowed them. 

We, as Christians, need a guide on 
our spiritual journey, to help us do 
and say the right thing at the oppor- 


tune time, and to lead the way for us 
over life’s thorny road. We need com- 
fort, also, on our spiritual journey, and 
we have both, a Guide and Comforter, 
if the Holy Ghost dwells within. How 
do we know we have the Holy Ghost? 
We spoke in other tongues as the Spir- 
it gave utterance. Glory! Glory! So get 
the Holy Ghost. Don’t stay in the 
wilderness. You might die there, as did 
the Israelites who didn’t obey God and 
grew fainthearted. These didn’t get to 
Canaan. We should get this wonderful 
blessing, for we don’t want to be over- 
come during our wilderness experi- 
ence. 

While journeying through the wil- 
derness, the Israelites became thirsty, 
but the waters at Marah were too bit- 
ter to drink. The children started 
murmuring and complaining. God told 
Moses to cast a tree into the water. He 
did so and the water was made sweet. 
The Israelites could now quench their 
thirst. 

After this difficulty at Marah, they 
came to Elim where they rested be- 
neath the threescore and ten palm 
trees and drank of the twelve wells of 
water.

First, we must keep prayed up to 
stay ahead of the enemy. It takes 
prayer to conquer old Satan. It has 
been said that prayer is the key to 
heaven. 1 Thess. 5:17, 18 says, “Pray 
without ceasing. In everything give 
thanks: for this is the will of God in 
Christ Jesus concerning you.” We say 
we can’t stay on our Knees all the 
time. No, but we can have a prayerful, 
thankful heart. 1 Tim. 2:8, “I will 
therefore that men pray everywhere, 
lifting up holy hands, without wrath 
and doubting.” Luke 18:1, “And he 
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If we overcome hardships and en- 
dure difficulties and temptations, we, 
too, can rest. We’re like the Israelites; 
when difficulties arise, we murmur 
and complain, but if we obey God, our 
“bitter waters” will prove a sweet and 
worth-while experience. 


As the palm trees and wells at Elim 
offered shade, drink, and rest to the 
weary Israelites, so we, as children of 
God, need a place to rest. Stop at Elim, 
or, in other words, come into the 
Church, where your thirsty soul will 
be filled and where protection is of- 
fered. As Elim proved to be a blessing 
to the Israelites, so the Church will 
prove a help and a blessing. 


I imagine the Israelites that en- 
dured the journey from Egypt to Ca- 
naan were happy when they finally 
entered into Canaan, a land of milk 
and honey. 

If we, as Christians, run life’s race 
patiently, and endure the trials, we, 
too, shall reach the Promised Land. 
Won’t we be happy where the milk 
and honey flows, living with God the 
Father and our Elder Brother, Christ 
Jesus, in glory!

Shepherd

Text: St. John 10:11, “J am the good 
shepherd: the good shepherd giveth 
his life for his sheep.” 


When we think of the meaning of 
this verse, we think of the love the 
blessed Son of God had for us. Then 
we think of the love we ought to have 
for our members. 1 John 3:16, “Hereby 
perceive we the love of God, because 
he laid down his life for us: and we 
ought to lay down our lives for the 
brethren.” 

To be a good shepherd we are to love 
our flock, and to love our flock is not 
to club them over the head every 
time they come to church. 

It seems that some pastors have the 
idea they are supposed to skin with 
hard harsh words every time they 
preach. But nowhere in the Bible did 
Jesus say, “Skin my sheep.” He did 
say, “Feed my sheep.” 

To feed your sheep is to give them 
something to eat, and not to just use 
a club. To hear some preachers preach 
you would think all of their members 
had backslid. But to be a good shep- 
herd, we are to love our flock, to love 
them so that they will know we love 
them, When we are preaching doc- 
trine, they will know we are preaching 
it for their benefit.

Paul told Timothy to preach the Word. 
That is what the sheep are hungry to 
hear. 

I wonder what the outsider thinks 
when he comes and all the pastor does 
is to club his members. I am afraid 
that is the reason some people never 
come back any more. They come to 
hear the Word of God, but instead of 
hearing it, they hear the pastor be- 
mean his members. I can see the rea- 
son they would not want to be a mem- 
ber of that church.

scribes, Pharisees, and hypocrites, but 
having loved His own, He loved them 
unto the end. You might say that all 
you have is hypocrites. If it is, you just 
as well turn them out and start all 
over, as they won’t be any good to you 
any way, and you can not preach it 
out of them. At least, the Son of God 
could not. 

If we love our sheep, we will visit 
them. If they miss services, we will 
want to know why. It may be that 
they are sick and need our prayers.

A good shepherd will not be sending

use his car to take them in, if needs 
be. 

It is no wonder some pastors never 
have any new ones to whom to preach. 
It is because he has failed to do his 
duty by visiting these new homes. Re- 
member, Jesus said, “I was a stranger, 
and ye took me not in.” If we fail to 
visit these homes, we shall have to

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A TRIP TO ELOM WITH 
BROTHER FURMAN 

Nebaj is fifty-four miles from Qui- 
che. Its name means “up there among 
the stones,” and when one is there 
he thinks he is really among stones 
and rocky cliffs, at the end of the 
trail. About forty-five miles from Ne- 
baj there are good-sized villages and 
many scattered settlements. Brother 
Furman, two native brethren, and I 
left Nebaj for a trip over this terri- 
tory. 
’ All day we traveled on horseback 
through dense vegetation and heavy 
mud, for the sun scarcely penetrates 
the dense growth. Finally, we came to 
a river where we established our camp 
for the night. Brother Furman strung 
his hammock between two trees, then 
we built a fire and ate the beans and 
other food we carried. During the 
night, a menacing storm chased 
Brother Furman under cover, so we 
all slept together on some roots and 
other bumps under a tree. The next 
morning, we continued to descend the 
mountains, crossed the river on a 
wooden bridge, and began the slow 
climb up the other side. The trail ‘be- 
came so narrow we could scarcely lead 
our horses over it.'All along the way 
we had to give Indian whoops to noti- 
fy anyone in the vicinity we were 
coming so we would not collide with 
any traffic coming the opposite direc- 
tion, since there was not room enough 
for any person or beast to pass us. 
Along the way we discovered a small 
opening which proved to be a short 
cut to the river below us. We, there- 
fore, sent the horses the other way 
and literally slid down the mountain- 
side to the river. However, there we 
found no bridge and had to cross on 
horseback. Plunging into the swift 
mountain stream, the horses stumbled 
around and Brother Furman forgot to 
hold onto his coat. When we arrived 
on the opposite bank, the coat had 
vanished down the stream. 
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Just as we landed on the shore, an 
inhabitant of the jungle set fire to a 
portion of land he intended to clear 
for planting purposes. The flames 
were leaping as high as the trees. 
There was only one direction in which 
to run to avoid being enclosed by the 
fire. The man, however, finally ob- 
serving our predicament, shouted and 
waved his arms in the direction we 
should go. Having gotten out of that 
situation, we proceeded to the next 
village, of Indian Red Coats called 
“Chel.” We conducted our first meet- 
ing and practically the entire village 
turned out. One by one we sowed the 
good seed in their hearts in Spanish 
and, through our apt native worker, 
in their own dialect. They were re- 
luctant to leave the little town hall 
after the service. 

We made our beds on boards, logs, 
or whatever we could pull together. 
Brother Furman tied his hammock to 
the crossbeams of the thatched roof. 
We fell asleep only to be awakened by 
streams of water pouring down on our 
heads through the sugar cane leaves, 
so we had to make our beds some- 
where else where the water was more 
polite. Our old and very active native 
worker jumped around with a candle 
and his blanket, trying to find another 
place to sleep. Finally, he decided to 
share a log upon which another broth- 
er was stretched out, and he settled 
himself at the other brother’s feet. 
When this good brother awoke and 
stretched his feet, they came in con- 
tact with the short hair of our worker. 
He was momentarily frightened, 
thinking some wild animal had 
crouched at his feet. To be sure, how- 
ever, he touched the brother’s head 
several times. 

From here we jumped, via horse- 
back, to a coffee plantation. Brother 
Furman, taking the absence of his 
coat good-naturedly, was traveling in 
a tight-fitting jacket, upon which we 
commented freely. We received a royal 


welcome, as we knew the owner of the 
finca.While we washed up, he gathered 
in his Red Coats and again the mes- 
sage went forth to these benighted 
people. From here we returned to the 
river and, since it was near Holy Week, 
when everyone here eats fish and 
drinks whiskey, we found some men 
dynamiting the river. They had lines 
of fish, as well as a deer and a snake, 
strung up to a tree. Since we knew 
these men, they loaded us with fresh 
fish and we had fish for the next 
three or four meals. 

The next village was Elom. The ho- 
tel was next in comparison to a Guate- 
malan cowshed, In it, also, was a glass 
case containing the village patron 
saint. This happened to be the govern- 
ment building and the church head- 
quarters. Brother Furman, as usual, 
slept in his hammock, but I chose a 
high, narrow table.Our mattresses con- 
sisted of saddle pads and my blankets 
of a raincoat and a blanket. Dur- 
ing the night, I lost some of my equip- 
ment and forgot my position on top 
of the table, which the officials of 
the village gathered around to dis- 
cuss their problems. While reaching 
for the raincoat, I lost my balance, the 
whole dignified table overturned with 
me and landed me among the saddles 
and dirt on the floor. The sudden 
shock on my head served to inform me 
I had been upset and had not fallen 
off my horse. Here is where the tide 
turned and I began to reap what I 
had sown. Brother Furman grabbed 
his trusty flashlight and hunted me 
out of the camel furniture. The joke 
was on me the rest of the way. 

More trouble—along the way Broth- 
er Furman’s horse became lame and 
another mule developed serious stom- 
ach trouble, so we had to go into the 
veterinary business. 

In the next little village, Sotzil, the 
Indians drummed in the village in- 
habitants. That is, they used drums, 
sticks and yelps to bring all the vil- 
lage to headquarters, where we cele- 
brated another service among the Red 
Coats of Nebaj and Chajul. From there 
we returned to Nebaj, making a circle 
and entering the way we had come. 
Our knees sometimes trembled as we 
observed the caverns below and the 
cliffs above. We arrived home for Eas- 
ter, rejoicing that we had completed 
another trip among the _ Indians. 
Brother Furman is a lover of the In- 
dians and we, too, share that love. 
Pray for these Indians and for your 
missionaries in Guatemala.—Thomas 
Pullin, Quiche, Guatemala, C. A.

answer to God at the day of judgment. 
Jesus also said, “I was an hungred; 
and ye gave me no meat.” There are 
sheep starving to death for the lack of 
hearing the life-giving Word. Too 
many sermons are ruined by light, 
chaffy, funny wisecracks, instead of 
“thus saith the Lord.” The pulpit is 

not a place for funny papers. 

Remember, God told Ezekiel that if 
he failed to warn the people, their 
blood would be required at his hand. 
If we are not careful, we shall be 
preaching to tickle their ears, instead 
of preaching to save their souls. I am 
afraid the devil is working a trick on 
our ministers by having us to be light- 
hearted and chaffy, when this is the 
time that we ought to be serious, as 
there is a great challenge to the 
churches and.pastors. We are chal- 
lenged on juvenile delinquency. Re- 
member, Jesus said, “Feed my lambs.” 
We, as shepherds, should take this 
very seriously, as the old wolf is lurk- 
ing to trap our young people. Our 
youth are confronted with every kind 
of temptation the devil can put before 
them, They are constantly in need of 
our prayers and advice. These are the 
little lambs that Jesus said if you of- 
fend, it would be better if a millstone 
were tied around your neck and you 
were cast into the sea. A good shep- 
herd will watch and pray with these 
little lambs, and will not always be 
ready to criticize and club them for 
every little fault they have. A shep- 
herd that neglects his little lambs will 
soon lose his flock. 

Jesus set the example of keeping 
His flock. In His prayer to the Father 
He said that He had lost but one, and 
that was the son of perdition. Say, pas- 
tor, how many have you lost this year? 
It seems that some pastors take de- 
light in turning their sheep out. But 
Jesus said if one go astray does he not 
leave the ninety and nine and go aft- 
er that one that is gone astray, and 
when he findeth it he rejoiceth. more 
over it than over the ninety and nine 
that went not astray? It is easier to 
turn people out than it is to get them. 
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If we love our flock, we will not 
want to turn them out.We will cry and 
pray and plead with God to spare 
them. May God give us knowledge of 
how to keep our flock instead of to 
turn them out. 

Jesus said he that is an _hireling 
fleeth when he seeth the wolf coming, 
and the wolf catcheth the sheep. But, 
brother pastor, let us be good shep- 
herds and fight the wolf, and keep our 
sheep, then when we answer to the 
Lord we can say, with Jesus, that we 
have kept all, and He will say, “Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant.”

Next, we want to notice “how to 
pray.” Mark 11:24, 25, “Therefore I say 
unto you, What things soever ye de- 
sire, when ye pray, believe that ye re- 
ceive them, and ye shall have them. 
And when ye stand praying, forgive if 
ye have ought against any: that your 
Father also which is in heaven may 
forgive you your trespasses.” We see 
here that Christ was talking to His 
disciples, who were holy, righteous 
people, that feared God. So it applies 
to those of our day. If we would have 
our prayers answered, we must live 
holy, righteous lives, and forgive one 
another.

more cigarettes than before the war, 
and show little signs of tapering off. 
The Department of Agriculture dis- 
closes: “Cigars, though losing in popu- 
larity, still average thirty-six each 
year for every American.” 

Dr. Charles L. Barber recently said, 
before the American Association of 
Medical and Physical Research, “A 
baby born of a cigarette - smoking 
mother is poisoned and may die within 
two weeks of birth. Post mortem shows 
a degeneration of the liver, heart, and 
other organs. Sixty per cent of babies 
born of mothers who are habitual 
cigarette smokers die before they are 
two years old.” 

Dr. Haven Emerson, of Columbia 
University, states that mortality due 
to the diseases of the arteries has in- 
creased 663 per cent in the last fifty 
years. The use of tobacco is an im- 
portant factor in those statistics. 

Dr. W. H. Dobson, of Berkley, Cali- 
fornia, compiled the data that lung 
cancer is attributed to cigarette smok- 
ing; the tar he says is the inducing 
factor. He bases his conclusion upon 
two facts. First, that the tar when ap- 
plied to the ears of a rabbit is 100 per 
cent effective in causing cancer. 
Second, that lung cancer has in- 
creased with the increase in cigarette 
smoking, From 1930 to 1942, cigarette 
consumption in the United States 
doubled, and death rate from cancer 
of the respiratory system tripled, in- 
creasing from 3,848 in 1930 to 10,947 
in 1942. 

Thomas A. Edison denounced ciga- 
rettes as producing a degeneration of 
the cells of the brain which is perma- 
nent and uncontrollable. 

Dr. William James Mayo, interna- 
tionally renowned, made this state- 
ment before a group of surgeons, 
“Gentlemen, it is customary, as we all 
know, to pass around cigars after din- 
ner, but I shall not do it. I do not 
smoke and I do not approve of smok- 
ing. If you will notice, you will see that 
the practice is going out among the 
ablest of surgeons at the top. No sur- 
geon can afford to smoke.” 

The great baseball man, Connie 
Mack, said, “We do everything in our 
power to discourage cigarette smoking 
among our boys, knowing the great 
harm that tobacco has done to those 
in the habit of using it.” 

Ex-President Herbert Hoover once 
stated, “There is no agency in the 
world which is so seriously affecting 
the health, education, efficiency, and 
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character of boys and girls as the 
cigarette habit. Nearly every delin- 
quent boy is a cigarette smoker. Cig- 
arettes are a source of crime. To neg- 
lect crime at its source is a short- 
sighted policy, unworthy of a nation 
of our intelligence.” 

The testimonies of the foregoing 
world-famed characters should be 
enough to convince anyone of the fal- 
lacy of believing there is no harm in 
using tobacco. We need not even con- 
sult the Scriptures regarding this, be- 
cause the effects that produce a sad 
end should be enough within them- 
selves to show usit is wrong and 
harmful.
